Oi course there has been more domes- 
tic happiness, more domestic security, and 
more domestic virtue, since the number of 
peace-makers has increased; since the 
hearth-stoue has been more rarely stained 
with blood; since those mild, social, ami- 
able qualities are more cultivated and held 
in higher repute, whose peculiar dwelling 
and sanctuary isthe domestic circle.

From a Mariner's Sketch. 


Landsmen generally have very mistaken 
notions concereing sailors, and most of 
those notions are absurd and ridiculous.— 
Cooper’s two novels, the pilot and Red 
Rover they think afford correct pictures 
of sea life and manners, and compare him 
to the Author of Waverly, ‘ Craedat Ju- 
deus Appella, non ego,”’ (which is, Ladies, 
being interpreted, ‘* Tell that to the ma- 
rines”’) to say nothing of the silly and con- 
temptible hatred of the English nation, 
which breaks out in every sentence, and 
which is a feeling no genlleman in the 
American navy ever did, or ever will cher- 
ish, his sea dialogues are disgusting and 
absurd; from being stuffed with sea phra- 
ses. Sailors do not, (except when describ- 
ing some nautical transaction,) converse in 
technical terms, any more than lawyers or 
physicians, and not near as much as cler- 
gymen of certain sects, nor do they swear 
so much, or at least not more than lands- 
men, though there is more energy and. pa- 
thos in a sailor’s oaths, than in the stiff and 
labored imprecations of a mere “terre fili- 
us.” Tom Coffin” is a caricature, (and 
not a very good one) of an “ old salt,” but 
terribly strained and stiff. I recollect once 
being desired by a dozen or twenty of my 
topmates, to read a few passages of The
